2. Watch Committee Reports 
No. 276 and No. 277 

a. Noted the reports. 

b. Admiral Layton and General Cabell reported on their 
respective conversations with General Schweizer, Assistant Chief 
of Staff, Intelligence, SHAPE, concerning his request for reports 
on indications of hostile enemy action. The Chairman suggested 
that the matter of more direct lAC support for General Schweizer 
be considered again at a later date. (References: IAC-D-6/11, 

31 May 1955; IAC-D-6/ 11. 1, 15 July 1955; and IAC-D-6/ 1 1. 2, 

13 October 1955, "Release to SHAPE and SACLANT Headquarters 
of Estimates of Indications of Soviet Military Aggression.")

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6. Soviet Nuclear Explosion 
(lAC-D- 1 0/ 1 5, Revised, 

29 November 1955) 

a. Approved further dissemination of this report, as amended, 
on a need-to-know basis. 

b. Approved a supplementary statement of JAEIC on the 
6 November 1955 Soviet nuclear explosion (lAC-D- 10/ 14, 

14 November 1955). 

£. The problem of notifying field commanders in advance of 
the release of a statement to the public was discussed. The Chair- 
man requested the Chairman of JAEIC to prepare for early lAC 

consideration an addendum toj 

authorizing early release of information to unified and specified 
commanders. 

7. The Outlook for Afghanistan 

(ONE Memorandum, 28 November 1955) 

a. The members discussed the Board of National Estimates' 
memorandum, which was prepared for the Chairman's briefing of 
the NSC on this subject. 

The Chairman stated that a report on Bloc offers of as- 
sistance to Middle Eastern and Asian countries which he had 
prepared in connection with a briefing of Mr. John Hollister, 

Director of ICA, would be circulated to the lAC for information and 
such comments as the members might care to make. 

3. Executive Session 

At 1205 the Chairman requested the members to remain for 
a brief Executive Session.
